There were no dissenting votes.

Bengson, R-Bolse, urged sponsors to 
make the changes durlpg the 
weekend, with hopes of placing the 
revised measure before Stale Affairs 
again on Monday.

A primary consideration before 
companies will be allowed to move 
to deregulation Is whether the ac- 
tion will promote competition, 
whether- It will hurt other -com- 
panies. and whether 11 will Ipad to 
better service. 

Before allowing any company to be 
deregulated, the legislation says the 
Public Utilities Commission must 
find -that the change Is not adverse 


to the public interest and must not 
disrupt the goal of universal service 
at reasonable rales. 

In response lo a question, Roden 
said the legislation says telephone 
companies • can’t . discriminate 
against . customers, when deciding 
access charges. The PUC can’t order 
those rates; but can rule whether 
the rale is reasonable, Roden said.

Without the money, the state’s education system 
will continue to slide into a pervasive mc<i'“crity.

Israel seizes Honduran ship

TEL AVIV, -Israel <AP) — Israel - 
sciicd a small, Hondurao-reglstered, 
cargo ship bound for Lebanon and 
detained 50 passengers suspected t( 
being Palestinian guerrillas, the ; 
military said Saturday. 

It was the second time this year 
that Isra&l reported seizing a 
Lebanon-bound ship and said 
Palestinian guerrillas were aboard. 
Israel is trying to prevent the guer- 
rillas (rom rebuilding their power 
base in Lebanon. 

— Rcports-sald-thc-.vessd was-ln-- 
tercepted Friday on Its way from 
Cyprus to Khalde, Lebanon, Just 
south ol Beirut. 

A military oHlclal, who spoke pn 
condition of anonymity, said the 
vessel was taken to a port In nor- 
thern Israel on Saturday and the 50 


passengers, were detained for ques- 
tioning. The official would not give 
thence of the port. 

Navy commander Rear Adm. 
Avraham Ben-Sboshan told Israel 
radio Ylhe ship, identified as the 
Marla R, apparently was owned by 
Lebanese, registered In Honduras 
and had a crew of eight Egyptians. 
What happened to the crew was not 
immediately known. 

Ben-Shoshan said the 50 
passengers were members of Fatah, 
-tbe-main guerrilla group oLthe Pal-, 
estinc Liberation Organization. 

"I believe they came from (Fatah) 
bases abroad,” he said. “There were 
commanders among them, We don't 
yet know their ranks but hope to find 
out more details.” 

Ben-Shoshan said the passengers 


were not armed. However, rallUary 
officials, demanding anonymity, said 
earlier that weapons were seized 
aboard the vessel. The officials said 
the ship also carried rubber 
dinghies. 

Israel radio said the boat roused 
suspicion because it was overcrowd- 
ed. 

Ben-Shoshan defended the seizure, 
saying. "We arc preventing ter- 
rorists from reaching Lebanon, we 
arc preventing the Infiltration of 
-Weapons and attacks- on. Israel. We 
have nothing to do with any of the 
blockades against Lebanon or the 
refugee camps.” 

The PLO was ousted from Lebanon 
after the 1982 Israeli invasion, but 
hundreds of fighters have trickled 
back since then.

ficers wearing gas masks and plastic 
helmets in the broad thoroughfares 
of this capital city of 10 million peo- 
ple. 

The .crack of tear gas canisters 
sounded as crowds swirled through 

-ihp streets, dispersed — and. 

regrouped. Stinging fumes floated 
over • a wide area, sending 
demonstrators and passers-by flee- 
ing with eyes and noses streaming. 

A local newspaper estimated that 
about 20.000 people took part In the 


Seoul demonstration. Other reports 
said about 70,000rpoiice-had-been— 
mobilized across the country, and 
that about 37.000 of them were 
deployed in the capital. 

The memorial rallies were called 
to mark the Jan. 14 death of Park 
■ Jong-chulr'a' 2Pycar-old Seoul' Na- ” 
tional University student. An official 
Investigation showed Park died after 
his throat was pressed against a 
bathtub during questioning by police 
about anti-government activities.

NWS ofllce, said total preclpllnllon 
for the mpnth was 1.28 inches: the 
most moisture In 'one storm was .30 
of an Inch on Jan. 2. There were nine 
days In the month with, .01 of an Inch 
or more of precipitation. 

Although January ' was above 
average In moisture, the water year 
that began last Oct. 1 has recorded 
only 2.95 Inches of precipitation — 
,85 of an Inch below normal. By com- 
parison, last year at this time Uie 
-water year had produced,4.W Inches, 
of moisture. ' 

This season Is also a far cry from 
1985-1986 In snow cover, Galkin said. 
That -season-lt'-began-snowlng on 


Nov. 9 and snoW remained on the 
ground for the next several months. 

However, ll inches of snow was 
recorded here during January 1987,

Cassia drams up support for jail cxpans^

BURLEY — Fearing thal a lawsull could 
be filed alleging Inmalc overcrowding, 
Cassia County officials arc louring the coun- 
ty trying to whip up public support for a 
proposed expansion of the Cassia County 
jail. 

Within the last week public meetings have 
been held with The Oakley Chamber-of- 
Commerce and at a farmer's residence, says 
Sheriff Billy Crystal. Additional meetings 
with community groups are planned in the 
future, both to Intorr^ the public about the 
situation and to hear community opinions 
about the proposal, he says. 

“There Is a strong probability down the 
road thal wcTl be sued," Crystal says. 
“What we're trying to do Is eliminate the 
possibility of a lawsuit and try to build a jail 


anyways." , • ^ 

In 1976 when the existing jail was built as 
part of the Cassia County Law Enforcement 
Center, county residents were told they d 
“never live to see it filled," he says. But six 
times in the last year the county had to 
make arrangements with the Minidoka 
County jail to house Cassia inmates, he says. 

Thus far the county has not had to spend 
any money to house prisoners In other coun- 
ties" jallsrbul with on ever-increasing jail 
Dopulatlon, expenses could go up, he says. 
Currcntly the jail is holding 24 adult male 
inmates, but the number of Inmates was as 
many as 36 on some weekends last summer, 
he says. 

“Our daily jail population, taken on a year- 
ly average, has consistently gone up, 
Crystal says. Last year the average was » 
Inmates, while the two years before that the 
average was 24, he savs. 


County Administrator Tim Hurst says 
that any lime the current Jail holds more 
than 24 Inmates. It could be construed as vio- 
lating some federal or state standards. 

Crystal says the county would like to avoid 
a lawsuit and 11,0 associated legal expenses. 
It also would prefer spending money on con- 
stiictlon of a new jail, than spending money 
on housing Cassia inmates In other counties. 

Oflicals arc In the process of revising ar- 
chitectural plans originally drawn up last 
summer for the proposed 62.4 million Jail 
that would add 32 more beds to the 34-bcd 
facility. The changes arc ncccssary because 
a November 1986 Judgment against Bon- 
neville County in U.S. district court held 
that It was illegal to hold Juvenile offenders 
without adequate separation from adult 
prisoners. Crystal says. ^ j 

A separate area that had been designed 


lor lemale Inmates will be ehnnged by the 
tail's architect. H. Richard Hcindcl o( Twin 
Kits, to house juveniles. The change may 
reduce llic need lor securlly and could lower 
lire overall cosl ol the proposed exponsion. 
Crystal says. However, ho final figures have 
been reached. 

He says that the shcrilf's dcpartmcnl 
would also like to sec a new “safe house" 
developed for juvenile status offenders. 
Status offenders arc held for crimes that 
would not be punishable if the offender were 
an adult, such as smoking tobacco or being 
truant. At present the county has no place 
to hold minimum-security status offenders, 
he savs. 

The county commissioners have yet to 
schedule a bond election (or the Jail expan- 
sion project, but may decide to hold an elec- 
tion around Ihc first ol June, he says. 


Hurst says that lower Interest rates have 
brought down the proposed cost to tax- 
payers if a bond Is approved. The latest bank 
figures show.that a 10-year loan for the Jal 
prolccl would cost 60 cents per thousand o 
assessed market value, costing the owner o 
a $60,000 home twiih a 50/50 exemption) 
about $21 a year.

Animal bloodWdsts human health 



Serum demand on rise for research, drags

GOODING - Kelly Ncbcker 
faints at. the sight of human 
blood. atlcslshiswlfc.Lynn. 

But when It comes to animal 
blood, he's not so squeamish. It’s 
hisbusincss. 

With plastic jugs, suction 
pump, surgical tubes and needles 
up to three Inches long, he col- 
lects blood from the Jugular veins 
ol goats and horses and processes 
It Into scrum. 

The scrum is then sent to J.R. 
-Scientific, a - company In 
Woodland. Calif., where the 
scrum is further processed and 
then distributed worldwide for 
use In cancer. AIDS and hepatitis 
research, as well as animal 
transfusions and production of 
prescription drugs and vaccines. 

The Nebekers began their 
business by paying Goodlng-arca 
horse owners $10 per head to draw 
animal blood. Now. they use only 
their own 25 horses and their 184 
goals. . , . 

The amount of blood taken de- 
pends on the size and health of 
each animal, but the average is 
one liter twice a month from a 
goat, six liters (about 1.5 gallons) 

. three tunes a month from a 
-l.uou-puund horse and as much as 
12 liters three times a month 
fromaheavydraflhorse. 

•‘It only lakes six to eight hours 
for the horse or any other animal 
wc deal with to build the blood 
supply back up." Nebeker says. 


.“Wc don't lake any more, propor- 
tion wise, than we do when wc 
donatcourown blood." 

The continuous drawings do not 
Injure the animals, he says, and, 
in fact, seem to rejuvenate them. 

“Ifs a common practice In 
bleed racehorses a few days be- 
fore a race. " Nebek er says. “11 
stimulates them somcTiow. We’ve 
nollceB it In our horses." 

The drawing is done indoors, 
and most animals don’t mind 
donating, he says, except. fur f 
(cw wild mustangs and rodeo 
horses now and then. When -a 
horse docs fight and get. away, 
‘Nebeker sometimes gets doused 
ns the slcrillzcd needle (lies out 
and sprays him. This, plus his 
regular dally handling of animal 
blood, has made Nclieker used lo 
the thick, red fluid from his 
animals, , , 

“You have lo not mind the 
• sight ol blood because you do gel 
covered once in a while,’ he says, 
laughing. "1 had to gel used to it 
, You even gel to where you 
can eat your lunch alter work.’ 

In a day's work, the Nebekers 
bleed about 100 goats or about 15 
horses, Kelly’s sister Rclva 
McGlnls of Fairfield and her son 
Chris help collect the blood. 
Brother Van Nebeker runs the 
160-acre family farm in Shoshone, 
raising feed for the goals and 
horses. „ 

"It’s pretty much u family-run 
business." says Lynn, mother of 
five young children. “We re pret- 
ty wclIscK-sufficienl.'’

Most of the demand for serum 
from cow blood is filled In Califor- 
nia. but the Nebekers have a 
steady demand for fetal-calf 
blood serum because it is purer 
and free- of antibodies, a product 
ideal for cancer research. This 
blood Is drawn at slaughterhouses 
when pregnant cows go through 
with a herd.

Magic Vallep^economp holding its own 
but indicators show strength at low level 


TWIN FALLS - Although perhaps not 
as burdened as some parts of the West,

economic gains as 1986 ended. 


Analysis 


Prospects for progress In 1987 do exist, 
but they generally fall far short of guar- 
antees. They also are likely to be slowly 
developing trends, rather than quick 
shots of economic vitality. 

In the year Just passed, the Magic 
Valley's overall situation has not 
weakened terribly, as it did in previous 

I years. Surely, agriculture still is plagued 
- by poor prlccs for crops, declining land 
values and heavy debts: But consumers 
have continued spending and that’s 
creating jobs, according to slate 
employmcnUstatistics. 

' Economic Indicators for the fourth 
quarter of 198G and some year-end 
statistics suggest that the Magic Valley 
is starting to hold its own. but at a low 
level of strength. 

There is one caution to the analysis: 
Many of the indicators measure Twin 
Falls conditions. Some business has been 
shifting out of small towns to regional 
retail and service centers, such as Twin 
Falls. Some small towns.wilh less-va ried 
■ economics may be in much weaker shape. 
Nevcrllielcss. Twin Falls is the banking 
center for most of the Magic Valley, and 
bank deposits on Dec. 3! were greater 
than at the end of 1985. Bankers can 
I quarrel about what the gains mean. At a 
growth rale of 3.9 percent, the deposits 
probably arc just barely staying even. 
Thai's because interest rates alone could 
be expected to add at least a few percen- 
tage points to the size of the deposits. 

The jobs that feed dollars into the 
banks and the economy as a whole appear 
relatlvelv stable, too. Figures from the 
Idaho Department of Employment in- 
dicate that unemployment rales spent 
most of the year between 5.7 and 6.1 per- 
cent. a level considered reasonable for 
this current economy by slate experts. 

Help-wanted ads also surged in 
November, .Many, most likely, were for 
part-time or lower-paying service jobs. 

However, there is a cloud in the 1980 
unemployment statistics. The .Magic 
Valley's jobless rale has hovered below 
the nation's for years, but the gap has 
closed significantly in the past year.

The overwhelming force In the Magic 
Valley’s economy Is agricullure. and the 
farm situation remains anemic. As dem- 
onstrated by last fall’s harvest, growers 
continue to lake excellent crops out of 
their fields. But the prices they gel for 
their crops at market arc breakeven or 
worse, with few exceptions. 

ThcTimcs-Ncws Farm Price Index 
shows slight improvement, and potato 
markets get the credit for that upswing. 
Potato prices are much better than last 
year’s devastating situation. Meanwhile, 
wheal prices continue t o fall with gov- 
ernment programs.

The governor's office predicts little 
relief for Idaho agriculture during 1987. 
National forecasts are no brighter. Each 
year, more farmers lose their staying 
power and slip out of the business. That 
trend is likely to continue, experts say. 

Agriculture has been undercut severely 
by trade deficits. The U.S. Is now the 
biggest debtor nation In the world

Economists now are forecasting Im- 
•provements in the trade deficit for 19B7 
due lo the depreciation of the dollar in 
world markets and toother factors. 

The improvements may be beginning. 
In December, the trade deficit fell 4^ 
percent as Imports dropped drastically. 
But. before applauding, the farm sector 
must look at the rest of the picture. Ex- 
ports have not rebounded markedly, and 
much of the activity has been in non- 
farm areas. 

Fortunately, the consumer has con- 
tinued spending nationwide and In the 
Magic Valley. In a way. that's been part 
of the problem. Consumers have been 
buying imported goods and providing a 
market for foreign companies. 

With that aside, though, consumers 
have been opening their wallets and 
purses at rapid enough rates to sustain _ 
the national recovery. In the Magic 
Valley there also arc many signs of activ 
Ity.

Where can the economy go from here :

Management is projecting whafltcaiisa 
"slow year.” That suggests that Idaho 
will continue lo lag behind the rest of the 
nation. 

The national outlook Is cautious, loo. 
Many forecasts anticipate a slowdown In . 
consumer spending, which has been drlv- , 
inu this recovery. The consumer may 
back off because ol high debt levels, some 
people argue. But the character ol that 
debt Is significant. 

Much of it is in credit cards or other 
revolving arrangements, and consumers 
are paying up their bills when they come 

due, the economists say. 

On balance, experts expect some InHa- 
tion lo return after a long hiatus In 1987. 
But what they are hoping for is slow 
growth In the economy that will control 
Inflation and reduce trade deficits. 

Whether the Magic Valley can share In 
that growth will depend on the fortunes 
of Its crops and the continued willingness 
of its residents ( and travelers, for that 
matter) to leave their dollars In the 
area.

tion Army for the past four years 
and an officer for 35. 

The Salvation Army, which was 
founded in England In 18R5, has been 
looking for missing people since 1891. 

Until syndicated columnist Abigail 
Van Buren of Dear Abby wrote about 
It In 198^. few people were aware of 
the SalvalIon“Army's missing per- 
sons service, Hood said. That year, 
requests for help almost doubled in 
Hood’s Southern Callfo.rnla ter- 
ritory. “We had 1.180 new cases. 
Thai’s a heavy, heavy load," Hood 
said, but It has gradually diminish-- 
• cd. 

' In 1985. the organization had more 
than GOO cases. Last year It had 554. 
On the average, 11 Is able to solve 25 
■percent lo 30 percent of its cases by 
searching through stale motor vehi- 
cle. Veterans Administration and 
Social Security records. Searches 
usually lake six months to a year, 
and the person looking Is charged $5. 

The service has a staff of more 
than 70.000 In 83 countries. "We have 
a hard time In Russia because, of 
course, the Salvation 'Army is 
underground there,” Hood said. But 
they do have a few contacls.-"lt has 
to be made through the Salvation 
Army In Berlin who works through 
the Salvation Army in East Ger- 
many (where il Is also 
underground), and wc’ye' gone 
through Sweden and Norway."

She feared the 
search would lead lo rejection — 
either'the wrong person found or the 
right one telling her he did not want 
lo see her. "I didn't know what he 
hud been told about me." she said. 

Hood proceeded anyway, calling 
the New York Department of Motor 
Vehicles. "They sent us back an ad- 
dress. and wo wrote him.” No 
response. She wrote the post office 
to ask if the address was correct. 
Hood was told that a Dennis Gannon 
was receiving mall at that address, 
•i wrote to the missing person 
again, certified mail'wilh a return 
receipt requested so we would know 
someone got it,” Hood said. 

The Dennis Gannon who got the 
letter did not know any .Mary Fit- 
zgerald, And the letter never 
specified who Mary Fitzgerald was 
supposed to be lo him. 

"We never slate the relationship. 
Hood said. It might be the wrong 
t— person- nr_iL_might cause embar; 
rassment lo the missing person, she 


said. 

This Dennis Cannon, however, was 
the right one And he had been look- 
ing for his mother. But he only knew 
her by her middle name. Gloria. 

When Gannon’s girlfriend saw the 
certified letter she persuaded him to 
call the Salvalion Army. He hesi- 
tated. He was afraid lhal it would 
not be hcr^ His_ previous _attcn^pls 
had ended with rejecUon. Bill he 
called. - 

"Thev said. "Your mother is trying 
to get in contael with you.’ 1 was 
kind of knocked out at that point," 
said Gannon. 43. 

He called his mother immediately. 
She jHcked up the phone and he ask- 
ed her name. She asked him who he 
was. "There was a long pause and 1 
gave her niv name. She kind ol broke 
down at that point. Then basically. I 
asked her. 'Where you lieen"?’ And 
.she said. 'Lookin' for you." "
